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Invention III, drawn to a method of selecting a molecule is distinct from Inventions 
l-ll and IV-VI since it requires additional reagents for identifying the selected molecule. 
Invention IV, drawn to use of a molecule is directed to non-statutory subject 

matter. 

Invention VI, drawn to use of an ex vivo method is directed to non-statutory 
subject matter.
